Won’t Come Again 


The Detwiler “Miracle Mile” project, detgils of 
which have now been given to the public, is opposed 
and will be opposed by two kinds of people: 

1. Those who won't take the trouble to study the 
plan and its implications and * 

2. Those who are so narrowly reactionary that 
they believe no good can come out of Wall Street, just 
as certain ancient bigots used to say that no good could 
come out of Nazareth, 

An overwhelming majority of Edmonton people 
is both informed and progressive and this majority 
knows that the “Miracle Mile” represents nothing but 
clear profit for citizens and taxpayers and a chance to 
rehabilitate a down-at-heel downtown area that will 
never in this world present itself again. 

Ten minutes study of the plan should convert 
those citizens whose opposition has been based on 
lethargy. 

But it is doubtful if the reactionaries would be 
converted between now and the end of time because, 
wallowing in fallacies, they are intent only on seeing 
Edmonton stand still and if the Angel Gabriel came 
down with a brand new golden city on a brand new 
golden platter, they still wouldn’t believe it because 
they would ’t want to. 

The first class hand-painted fallacy trotted out 
by the reactionaries is that the tax concession given in 
the agreement is considerably more than what this area 
would yield in taxes if buildings comparable to those 
of the Detwiler project were erected upon it. 

The fallacious nature of this argument is.so plain 
that a child could spot it. 

This area becomes a source of tax revenue only 
when the Detwiler people build on it. At present it 
yields nothing. Nor is it ever likely to yield anything 
until it is improved. 

A chance for a huge improvement like the Detwiler 
project comes only once in a lifetime. 

It is true that this area might be built up piece- 
meal by smaller investors. It is just a bare possibility. 
But would piecemeal development afford parking 
space for 1,800 cars? Would it give the city an 
auditorium and museum and market upon which 
Edmonton would have had to spend millions of dollars 
in the next few years? 

That parking space is the greatest civic asset 
in the whole plan because retail buying is done today 
by automobile. If people can’t take their automobiles 
into the downtown area, they will shop elsewhere. And 
that would be the end of the central shopping district 
and the end of dowtown property values. 

This is not theory but the fruit of actual 
experience in New York, Boston, Seattle, Los Angeles 
and dozens of other cities where shopping has moved 
holus-bolus to the city outskirts and downtown areas 
have gone dead—all because of traffic and parking 
problems.

LIMA, Peru, June 15.—(UP)—! 
The Peruvian military government, 
claimed today its armed forces had 
emashed a revolution that began 
in Peru's second largest city of 
Arequipa. 

Dr. Juan Francisco Mostajo, 
leader of the revolutionary move- 
ment, said last night by phone 
from Arequipa that 50 persons had 
been killed and 200 wounded in 
clashes between the rebels and 
government forces. 

He said the rebels were in “full 
control” at dark last night and that 
Peruvian army troops in the near- 
by resort town of Tingo had not 
left their barracks to intervene at 
that time. 

But the government announce- 
ment early today said the troops 
had marched into Arequipa to put 
down the uprising. Arequipa is 490 
miles southeast of here.

Alberta’s Cabinet Representation 


Everyone in Ottawa expects extensive 
cabinet changes after the prorogation of 
parliament at the end of the month. 

That is good news for Alberta and par- 
ticularly for Edmonton because those 
changes should include the translation of 
George Prudham MP into a full cabinet 
member. ; 

Mr. Prudham.has been acting as parlia- 
mentary assistant to the resources minis- 
ter Robert Winter and it is no secret that 
this appointment was to afford him ex- 
perience as a prelude to the higher rank. 

Most Albertans feel that the probation- 
ary period has been lengthy enough, that 
Mr. Prudham has more than demonstrated 
his cabinet capacity and that the sooner 
his elevation takes place the better. 


The Hon. James A. MacKinnon, now a 
member of the senate for a year, has been 
acting as Alberta's cabinet representative 
in spite of handicaps of health. 

Indeed, his reluctant acceptance of the 
prolonged responsibility is in line with the 
magnificent service he has always given 
this province. 

It is most unfair to ask him to continue 
this sacrifice indefinitely. 

Therefore, for Senator MacKinnon’s 
sake and for the sake of Alberta’s general 
welfare, the early appointment of Mr. 
Prudham is to be desired. 

He is thoroughly acceptable to every 
section of the province and to every sec- 
tion of opinion within the province. 


For Purposes of Bedevilment 


In reply to the projected United States 
defence appropriations of $13,545,000,000 
for the current fiscal year, the Soviet 
Union has presented a defence budget 
which amounts to $19,850,000,000 in U.S. 
funds. 

How much of this colossal sum will 
actually be devoted to military prepared- 
ness is a question. 

But one thing is sure, it is not neces- 
sarily a prelude to war. The Russians could 
bring down a military budget of a trillion 
dollars without any real intention of at- 
tack.

One can well understand the anxiety of 
Winnipeg people over a recurrence of the 
Red River flood which translates itself 
into a request to Ottawa for a “flood warn- 
ing” hoard to function until the ‘flood 
control” board gets into action. 

But the measures under way to prevent 
another disaster of this kind have already 
become over-complex. 

There is apparently an international 
joint board to study the causes of flooding. 

There is to be an engineering investiga- 
tion into possible measures to prevent 
flooding within Canada. 

And now Winnipeg wants still another

Edmonton Cemeteries 
Deserve Better Care 


“tm Flanders fields the poppies 
blow, between the crosses, row 
on row”, is ene of the most 
beautifully descriptive pieces 
that has been written, one that 
conjures up the vision of a 
cemetery that is both sacred and 
attractive, one that is both peace- 
ful and yet remembered. 


Some day when you are pass- 
ing the Edmonton cemetery try 
substituting the word ‘dandelion’ 
for poppies and note how aptly 
this describes the local scene 
and how forcefully it brings out 
the untidy, unkept and uncared- 
for appearance of this plot. 

In many cities the cemeteries 
have the appearance of being 
parks. In many cases they are far 
from being pretentious, but the 
well-cut thick green lawns and 
trees blend into a scene which 
is very satisfying, even to a 
casual stranger, 

Edmonton cemeteries deserve 
better care than they appear to 
receive, not only because of those 
who use them, but because of 
those who see them. 

In South Edmonton, Mount 
Pleasant Cemetery is located in 
one of the most striking locations 
in this country. You will not 
realize just how beautiful the 
setting is until you actually 
visit it. If you do, you will find a 
number of trees which will, with 
each year become more attrac- 
tive

You will also find that instead 
of lawns, that the hill is covered 
by a coarse type of grass that 
looks more like the usual type 
of back-yard pasture than a well 
kept lawn. It is kept reasonably 
well cut axd in some places the 
edges have been trimmed, but 
there is a brownish tinge to it 
that shows there has been little, 
if any, sprinkling. 

The plot is fairly tidy, but it 
is a far ery from being the beauty 
spot that it could be, assuming 
there is enough water pressure 
in that area to water it. 

The Edmonton Cemetery is a 
different setting, yet one which 
could be made attractive. It also 
has its growing trees, Its drive- 
ways are, if anything, better kept. 
But outside those drives and 
under those trees, there are areas

where the dandelions form solid 
masses of yellow, when they 
bloom, and at this time of the 
year, solid masses of dirty white. 
It is difficult to imagine any- 
thing more untidy looking than 
a dandelion-filled cemetery. 

There are some parts which 
seem relatively clear, but the 
areas whiclt are covered are 
neither small nor are they newly 
opened. 


No Excuse 


For City 

Surely, with the chemicals 
which are now available, it 
should be possible to clean up 
this mess, quite apart from the 
fact that the city by-laws call for 
the eradication of such weeds, 

That would be an Improvement, 
but it would not be enough. Again 
there is the matter of lawns which 
appear coarse and unkept with 
patches and tufts growing up 
here and there. I have never 
heard of any rule against using 
a lawn-mower on a cemetery, 
nor one that prevents grass be- 
ing well watered. 

It is in the interests of Edmon- 
ton to see to it that the ceme- 
teries are kept up. At present, 
one would be ashamed to let a 
stranger see these places, 

Strangely enough, there Its 
plenty of water for golf-links. 
They can always get grass to 
grow on a baseball diamond, But 
it is not good enough that a 
cemetery should hold some re- 
semblance to a cowpasture, even 
if it is a well-treed pasture. 


Can’t Afford 


To Neglect 


Edmonton is becoming a large 
city. It can no longer afford to 
overlook the maintenance of 
these public areas, and this is 
particularly true in the case of 
a cemetery where the landscap- 
ing must be done over the whole 
area, 

At present, you find those who 
can, will try to dig out a few 
dandelions in their own plot. 
They will vainly attempt to spray 
around one small area while seed 
blows in from all directions. 

Even those who have tried to 
plant better grass find it quickly 
choked off by the rank varieties 
which are growing.
